In the fifteen years since its estab­ 
lishm ent in 1914, aggregate net earn­ 
ings of the Federal Reserve System’s 
twelve regional banks have amounted 
to $515,216,OGU, of which $90,672,000 
has been paid to the member banks as 
dividends, representing 6 per cent an­ 
nually on their contributions of capi­ 
tal to the reserve banka, while $277,- 
431,000 has been added to the surplus 
of the reserve banks and $147,110,000 
has been paid over to the Federal 
GoveramenUaa a franchise ta*.
